The Breeder’s Gazette 1ms a communi 
cation fr< m a farmer showing the v irtues 
of corn stalks as feed,

" l o make a long story short I w ill say 
that when I g ot oul to the farm again 1 
found the cows eating the stalks greedily 
I hey will refuse choice timothy hay as long 
as they can get fodder, and when hay and 
fodder is fed at Ihe same lime they will 
dean up the fodder first except the butts 
before touching the hoy, 
1 hav e riot fed a pound of hay and, ex 
eept in v ery cold weather, but v ery little 
corn to my young stock, 
dry cow s or 
horses, since October, and they are all in 
first cla» « condition.

tii ularly spring calv es and colts, seems to 
thriv e especially w d l on the stov er.

cut litis all up of course before feeding, 
and after experimenting considerably w< 
hav e come to the conclusion that out 
inch in length is about right.
